WASHINGTON (UPI) - Senate Demo- 
cratic Leader Mike Mansfield predicted 
today the Senate would approve legis­ 
lation to order a withdrawal of U.S. 
troops from Cambodia. Republican Lead­ 
er Hugh Scott disagreed, saying antiwar 
forces did not have the votes. 
In separate statem ents to reporters, 
the Senate leaders clashed on the pros­ 
pects of an amendment to hold the Nix­ 
on administration to its pledge to pull 
out U.S. troops from Cambodia by July 1. 
Mansfield said the outlook for approv­ 
al was “ good” but Scott contended it 
would draw support of only about 30 sen­ 
ators. Scott said even if the Senate ap­ 
proved the amendment, the House would 
not. 
1 wo black - led civil rights groups and

American labor organi­ 
zation came out in support of the amend­ 
ment today. 
Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., leader 
of an antiwar Senate faction sponsoring 
an amendment to cut off money to fight 
the war, appeared at a rally of the groups 
on the U.S. Capitol steps. 
The Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference, the National Welfare Rights 
Organization and the United Farm w ork­ 
ers promised to gather petitions for the 
end-the-war amendment. 
George A. Wiley, NWRA executive di­ 
rector, urged black and welfare organi­ 
zations join students in “ disruptingbusi­ 
ness - as - usual until this war is 
ended.” 
Gilbert Padilla, vice president of the 
United Farm Workers organizing com­ 
mittee, pledged support of Mexican A mer­ 
ic an to the antiwar bloc.

State Department, som e Col­ 
gate University students picketed outside 
the diplomatic entrance prior to a con­ 
ference by a delegation with Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Anti-war forc­ 
es, who rallied up to 100,000 persons 
outside the White House to shout down 
the Indochina war, plan to pursue their 
battle on two new fronts: An attempt to 
spread the student strike to organized 
labor, and a concentrated campaign to 
elect peace 
candidates to Congress. 
The protest, fueled by President Nix­ 
on’s decision to send U.S. troops into 
Cambodia and by the slaying of four stu­ 
dents at Kent State University, disap­ 
peared from the streets of the nation's 
capital to return, its leaders said, to the 
hometowns of those who demonstrated. 
F rom 50 to 100 of the protesters went 
to C apitol Hill Sunday for an open hear­ 
ing held by 14 House members. The young 
people said they would go home to publi­ 
cize the war views and votes of their 
representatives, and perhaps to take time 
off trom cla sses before the November 
election to campaign for peace support­ 
ers. 
Ron 7oung, a spokesman for the New 
Mobilization Committee to End the War 
in \ ietnam, said the more immediate goal 
was to spread the strikes which have 
shut down an estim ated 230 colleges 
and universities. He said they hope to 
turn the strike into a nationwide labor 
walkout, involving workers in factories 
and shops. 
Nixon, who could hear the sounds of 
Saturday’s demonstration cominga ross 
his back yard, called the nation’s govern­ 
ors to a meeting today to discuss the 
problems of < ampus unrest. The meeting 
in addition was expected to cover a 
whole 
range of non - protest topics. 
It appeared to observers to have been 
a weekend of anguish for the President. 
He looked tired Sunday, the result of not 
much sleep. Saturday morning he made a 
sunrise trip to the Lincoln Memorial to 
ialk with surprised students *ho found 
him there.

S. Vietnam river boat 
armada in Phnom Penh 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) - A n armada of 
South Vietnamese river boats arrived in 
this Cambodian capital today on the Me­ 
kong River under the protective cover of 
Cambodian air force Soviet - built MIGs 
and watched by thousands of curious but 
silent Cambodians. 
The sm all flotilla was led by an Amer­ 
ican - built Tank Landing Ship (LST) 
that was closely followed by five sm aller 
Tank Landing Craft (LCT). There were 
no reports of opposition on the final 35 
m iles from Neak Luong, the Highway 1 
river ( rossing captured Sunday from the 
Viet Cong. 
The first vessel dropped anchor op­ 
posite Government House in downtown 
Phnom Penh at exactly 5 p.m. (6 a.m. 
EDT) but no one came ashore. The flo­ 
tilla included two LSTs, at least three 
infantry landing ships LSIS and more 
than a dozen LCTs, all American built 
and of World War II vintage. 
There were 110 vessels reported in the 
armada, 30 of them American, when it 
began moving up the Mekong River last 
week. The 30 American vessels remain­ 
ed at Neak Luong, observing the 21- 
m ile limit set by President Nixon on 
American penetration of Cambodia. 
Saigon reports 
had said the entire 
flotilla arrived in Phnom Penh, but a 
number of the South Vietnamese ves­ 
se ls were st rung out between Phnom Penh 
and Neak Luong and had not yet arrived. 
A military spokesman in Saigon said 
four Americans had been killed aboard 
the U.S. fleet in the drive up the Me­ 
kong. 
However, the 
Vietnamese fleet 
commander, Capt. Nguyen Thanh Chau, 
said the flotilla had drawn no fire on 
the 45 mile trip through Cambodia. He 
indicated some of the vessels would pro­ 
ceed as far as Kopmong Chang, 10 m iles 
farther upstream, with relief supplies. 


Water pricing

Water district engineer Thomas Stet­ 
son will forward recommendations on re­ 
vision of preliminary pricing policies for 
stab- water to Robert Edmonston and his 
< ountywide committee, May 19. 
The decision to object to some of the 
provisions of I dmonston’s initial report 
on pricing was finalized Friday in Santa 
Ynez 
during a meeting of the water 
district board. 


Stetson told the directors that the coun­ 
ty could save more than $17.3 million 
by delaying the delivery of state water 
until 1980. Edmonston had recommended 
a delivery schedule beginning in 1976 
based on the reported need of the south- 
coast areas by that time. 
1 he 
board's recommendation co in ­ 
cided 
with the previously expressed 
views of a key member of Lompoc City 
Council at a meeting held recently in 
Lompoc. 


Stetson’s 
report indicated that the 
county would have to spend $26.7 mil- 
lion from 1971 to 1980 if delivery were 
to begin in 1 *76; and the lesser figure 
of $9.3 million over the same period of 
time for the 1980 delivery. 
In term s of a countywide tax, the 
rate would peak at .449 in 1977 com­ 
pared with a top of .366 in 1981 under 
the 1980 delivery schedule. 


The directors also refined their ex­ 
pressions made at the time of Lompoc 
meeting that an alternate taxing propos­ 
al should be worked out to spare resi­ 
dents of areas that would never use 
state water or who would at most use 
very little in the distant future, A dis­ 
trict tax was proposed on the areas that 
would benefit 
most from 
the water. 
The directors decided to delay an­ 
swering a letter from Taxpayers Against 
the Lompoc Dam, until their June water 
district meeting.

Heavy rain was falling as the flotilla 
arrived, hopeftilly heralding the early ar­ 
rival of the monsoon season, whi< hCam­ 


bodians believes will hamper Viet Cong 
operations and allow the Cambodians to 
retain control of the countryside. 
It seem ed as though Phnom Penh’s 
entire population of 600,000 turned out to 
watch the parade of vessels moving up 
the river in Indian file, led by the new­ 
ly painted l£T Vung Tau, the flagship. 
I he deck facing the city was lined with 
white hatted sailors. 
The flotilla was preceded by a speedy 
river patrol boat which arrived a few 
minutes ahead of the first ileet units, 
made a U turn at the waterfront then re­ 
turned down - river to the rest of the 
fleet. 
The armada, bringing medical sup­ 
plies and footstuffs, will take back an es­ 
timated 6,000 Vietnamese being repatri­ 
ated to South Vietnam.

National Guard troops on standby alert 
and said he would not attend a governors

Iowa, the scene of some violence last 
week, was scheduled to resume classes 
today. 
Northwestern

said the school would be closed until 
Wednesday.

UAW chief, Reuther, mournet 


by nation s workers, leaders 


PELLSTON, 
Mich. 
(UPI) - “ He 
meant everything to m e,” 
mourned 
foundry man James Blackwell, a United 
Auto Workers member for 24 years. 
As UAW president during the same 
24 years, Walter P. Reuther, one of the 
century’s great labor leaders, sought 
affluence 
for his workers and social 
reform in the world. Blackwell saw the 
lot of the working man improve during 
that tim e. 
“ I thought he was the greatest man 
in the world. I think he did more for 
the working man than anyone else and 
I don’t think we’ll get anyone like him ,” 
Blackwell said, 
Reuther, 62, scarred and strengthened 
by the battles of the past, flew here 
Saturday night to look into the future- 
a family education center to develop 
new leadership for the 1.6-miUion-mem- 
ber union.

Auto Workers are competent, 
respected and steeped in the 
struggles and traditions of the 
labor movement. But they lack 
Reuther’s special fire. 
The frontrunners for his job— 
Douglas 
Fraser, Pat Great­ 
house, Leonard Woodcock, Ken 
Bannon and Emil Mazey—have 
so’id, impressive credentials 
the union sorely will need in 
this summer’s contract negotia­ 
tions with the automakers. 
But Mazey, 57, has been far 
more familiar with the union’s 
finances than with the rough- 
and-tumble of the bargaining 
table. 
So 
even though 
the 
Canadian native has occupied 
the UAW's No. 2 spot, he is 
thought 
unlikely 
to 
inherit 
Reuther’s mantle. 
Fraser, Greathouse, Wood­ 
cock and Bannon all are vice 
presidents 
of the UAW and 
head the Chrysler, American 
Motors, General Motors and 
Ford 
departments, 
respec­ 
tively. 
Fraser is the youngest at 54 
and considered the most likely 
heir. An urbane, sophisticated 
native of Glasgow, Scotland, he 
led UAW bargaining at Chrys­ 
ler in 1946 when the union won 
$400-per month pension bene­ 
fits. In 1967, he headed the 
negotiating team 
which won 
wage 
parity 
for 
Canadian 
workers. 
Greathouse, 
55, 
is 
less 
outgoing but has 
won wide 
respect in the union as head of 
its smallest department and 
director of its over-all organiz­ 
ing. 
Bannon, 56, is a rough-hewn 
labor leader in the old mode. 
He has led the Ford Depart­ 
ment for 22 years, put together 
the industry’s first pension plan 
and led negotiations which laid 
the groundwork for the UAW’s 
announced goal of securing a 
guaranteed annual income. 


Insiders, however, think Ban­ 
non lacks the finesse required 
of the modern labor leaders. 
Woodcock, 59, is the most 
scholarly of the five. He heads 
the UAW’s biggest department 
which has more than 400,000 
workers, and twice he has been 
elected to serve on the board of 
governors 
at 
Wayne 
State 
University.

Reagan’s plan was tougher 
than Porter’s because it would 
have left the depletion allow­ 
ance at 27 1-2 per cent but 
limited recovery to five times 
the cost of developing a well. 
Presently there is no limit on 
the total that can be claimed 
over the years. 
Porter’s amendments would

While moving from ;>o- 
sition to position the enemy fire 
steadily increased with the use 
of B40 rockets, 82mm and60mm 
mortars, and a withering wave 
of automatic weapons fire which 
Captain Rolierts disregarded 
while encouraging his troops to 
advance.”

Santa Ynez County Airport near 
the Janin development. 
Recent actions taken by the 
county supervisors concerning 
arrangements 
for 
additional 
hangar facilities brought an an­ 
gry request signed by three of­ 
ficers of the association asking 
that the matter be reconsider­ 
ed at a public hearing. 
“We do not believe the sup­ 
ervisors are aware of the wide­ 
spread 
concern their actions 
have 
created,” declared the 
three officers signing the letter. 
They are Stanley R. Radom, 
president; Russell W. Conant, 
vice - president and Lawrence 
W, Lester, secretary - treasur­ 
er. 
In the letter, the three men 
said 
the 
association mem­ 
bership was assured by Grant on 
March 27 in resi)onse to a let­ 
ter then that the association 
“would be notified in advance so 
that taxpayers of the Santa Ynez 
Valley could be present, and 
their desires heard, when the 
Santa Ynez Airport agenda it­ 
ems wepe to be presented to 
the supervisors. This was not 
done.” 
“We consider this a serious 
breach of good faith, creating 
a moral, if not legal, obliga­ 
tion to give us an opportuni­ 
ty to be heard,” they stated 
further. 
The three officers of the as­ 
sociation in their letter hinted 
at ix)ssible legal recourse, and 
enclosed a copy of the letter 
to County Counsel George P. 
Kading. They explained howev­ 
er that “we would prefer to 
have the matter noticed and 
heard, as we were promised, 
rather than resorting to any 
available recourse.”

If You Ve Prudent Investor, 
Consider Dollar-Averaging

If you’ve got any faith left 
in the stock market after 
what has been happening for 
the past 18 months, this just 
might be the time to con­ 
sider putting your 
money 
where your mind is. 
It is just possible that the 
market may have reached 
the bottom of its long slide 
If it has, now is the time to 
buy in, before it begins its 
climb back to prosperity. 
Of course, the current dol­ 
drums may not be the bot­ 
tom at all, but just a plateau.

Dollar cost averaging (or 
do llar-averag in g , as it is 
usually known) consists of 
investing a specific amount 
of money in the same stock 
at regular intervals, no mat­ 
ter what the price fluctua­ 
tion. 
To gain the full benefit of

Pollution watchdog 


Although it’s not the sort of 
thing we may like admitting 
about ourselves, there is a strong streak of extrem ism in 
the American character and experience. 
And it is usually the great issues on which not only are we 
inclined to go to extrem es, but whiah frequently find us swing­ 
ing from one extreme to another, suddenly and at tim es even 
violently. 
Our dealings with the rest of the world, for one obvious 
example, have taken us in a generation lrom political iso­ 
lation — a conditioned rejection of anything suggesting entangl­ 
ing associations — to intimate entanglement with most other 
nations on the globe. 
In public 
m orals, 
we have gone in a few' years from a 
loosely laced neo - Yictorianism to the anything - goes, every­ 
thing - shows kick of the contemporary theater. 
As a democratic society, we are theoretically committed 
to the middle way. But more often than not, we seem to have 
difficulty locating it — or, when we do, holding to it. 
C onsidering all this, there may be come question as to where 
a current great issue — rescue of the ravaged environment 
— may be leading us. To a population in sterile masks, on 
foot and totally engaged in pollution - proof handicrafts? 
Hardly, of course. Although there should be no doubt that 
correcting 
misapplication and overapplication of man’s tech­ 
nology in ordering nature to his purposes — for this is the 
source of the ecological crisis — is going to mean consider­ 
able change in our way of living. 
The process of making up for past error is already under 
way and occupies many. But another aspect of the problem, 
finding a middle way which will permit us to use technology

but not suffer from it in the future, so far has come in for 
little public discussion. 7 his, however, is exactly what a Con­ 
nects ut congressm an has in mind with legislation he has in­ 
troduced in the House. 
Rep. 
Em ilio Q. 
Daddario, chairman of the House sub­ 
committee on science, research and development, is pro­ 
posing creation of a congressional “ office of Technology As­ 
sessm en t” 
specifically charged with overseeing scientific 
development. As he envisions it, such a legislative watch­ 
dog on science would not itself initiate or direct research 
but would 
study, or arrange study by appropriate outside 
experts, of the likely effects of technological developments 
once 
they are put to practical use. Desirability would be 
determined not only on the basis of workability and profit­ 
ability, as in the past, but by the full range of effects on peo­ 
ple and their environment. If possible harmful effects are in­ 
dicated, it would be the assessm ent office’s duty to raise a 
warning and recommend additional corrective research. 


Government intrusion into another field in which free enter­ 
prise has dominated raises questions which are not going to 
be resolved overnight. But Rep. Daddario has put the tech­ 
nology vs. environment problem in term s that clarify consid­ 
eration and encourage hopes of a solution. 
His thesis is that there is nothing inherently harmful in 
the technology that is being blamed for fouling earth, air 
and water. The problem lies in man’s understanding and con­ 
trol of applied technology. 
Or to put it another way, technology doesn’t ruin the en­ 
vironment — people do. 


Name-calling 


This is a bewildering world and be­ 
wildering tim es. 
If it is legitim ate to call all police­ 
men “ p igs,” then college students and 
others who resort to violence as a way 
of attaining their means shouldn’t com­ 
plain if they are called “bum s,” as they 
were by President Nixon during a recent 
visit to the Pentagon. 
One thing we ought to have learned 
by 
now, 
however, 
from this country’s 
restless and frustra­ 
ted youth, 
is that 
hate, of which name- 
calling is b o t h a 
symptom and a weap­ 
on, 
only generates 
more hate. 
One 
thing 
every 
American, from the 
President and Vice 
President on 
down, 
can do to help heal the terrible wounds 
is to now and henceforward forswear 
the temptation to fling deprecatory lab­ 
els against one another. 
As for the youth, they could do worse 
than to begin by heeding som e words 
spoken recently by Charles J. Hitch, 
president of the University of Califor­ 
nia. He said: 
“ As the president of the university, 
I must lay down the warning to the uni­ 
versity community that it is wrong to 
resort to easy rationalizations about 
the impotence of words. I really do not 
believe that words are impotent. The 
foundation of universities is that ideas 
and the words to express them can be 
more powerful than any bomb. 


“ In the university, above all other in­ 
stitutions of American society, we have 
a profound duty to resist and oppose », 
shoddy thinking and lies; and rhetoric 
which inflames and shocks but does noth­ 
ing for the truth. 
“ Free speech means careful and skep­ 
tical listening, not taking a rhetorical 
trip. Free expression includes, especial­ 
ly in the university, the duty to oppose 
cant, dogma and ideological harangue 
by 
reasoned and disciplined counter­ 
argument. The crowd that turns into a 
mob is an insult to the principles of 
democratic »society, and it is a moral 
insult to the fundamentals of a univer­ 
sity .”

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


Paris, at a time when the front page 
of each day’s newspaper is a bid to 
despair, an oasis of faith and confidence 
must seem like a m irage. While such 
an oasis here in Paris may at one 
time have been dism issed as an illu­ 
sion, 
it 
increasingly today has the 
prom ise of reality. 
For more than 25 years Jean Monnet 
has devoted virtually every waking hour 
to the creation of a United Europe. 
With the door opening to the admission 
of Britain and associated nations Monnet 
can begin to see the realization of this 
dream. 
Now in his 82nd year, he believes 
this will come in two or two and a 
half years, that may be optim istic. One 
of the principal collaborators in his 
committee of action, Germany’s Chan­ 
cellor Willy Brandt, believes three or 
three and a half years will be required 
to make all the adjustments before 
Britain’s formal entry into the Com­ 
mon Market. 
Many tim es in the past Monnet had 
reason to despair. France voted down 
the European defense 
community. 
Under 
the grandiose reign 
of Charles de Gaulle 
a new nationalism ab­ 
sorbed the French. 
But Monnet’s faith 
in a United Europe 
was unshaken. This 
was 
no-head-in-the- 
jL 
clouds exercise of an 
im practical idealist. 
As a shrewd business 
man long familiar with trade and poltics 
in Europe, he believed in the inevitable 
logic of a united continent if Europe 
was to have any ftiture at all. 
Today, 
in kind 
if 
not 
in degree, 
Europe suffers from many of the trou­ 
bles that plague America — student 
unrest, 
inflation, 
strikes, 
the resort 
to violence. There is, however, a marked 
difference 
in 
degree, the odds that 
Western Europe can move out of the 
present era of upheaval into relative 
stability seem 
greater than 
for the 
United States. 
• 
One condition above all others is 
vital in this estim ate, neither France 
nor any other European power is en­ 
gaged in a far-off foreign war. To his 
everlasting credit De Gaulle defied the 
French generals and brought an end to 
the blood letting in A lgeria. 
Thanks 
to his courage and his obstinacy, the 
general’s plots against his life and his 
government all failed. 
The leftist demonstrators in Europe 
.protesting America’s Vietnam policy 
are a minor irritant, a phase that may 
be passing. What must be of real con­ 
cern 
are 
the 
growing doubts about 
A m erica’s 
future among the men of 
responsibility 
in 
government 
and 
business. They are beginning to ask 
whether the obsession with the war 
and the pursuit of the chim era ofvictory 
will not end with the American generals 
in control of something resem bling a 
police state. The President's decision 
to invade Cambodia, interpreted as a 
triumph for the generals and a defeat 
for the diplomats, has reinforced this 
concern. 
To speak of Europe as a “ third 
force” is, in part, hyperbole. The two 
nuclear superpowers hold the balance 
between life and death. But, as a sta- 
bilizing factor, 
a United Europe can 
contribute immeasurably to the peace 
and security of the world. 
One of the principal 
architects of 
this hopeful force has an unwavering 
calm . In the large apartment on the 
Avenue Foch from which Monnet has 
so long directed his activity he is as 
concise, 
as 
measured, with the pro­ 
spect of su ccess as in the dark days 
when the cause seem ed all but lost. 
He has, at 81, a glow of health, his 
rosy face like a fine winesap. Outside 
the windows of his study the young 
green of the chestnut trees herald the 
belated coming of spring after a long 
siege of cold, wet weather. 
There is a fashionable cult of des- 
pair today. Faustian man and his in- 
evitable downfall — a bogus concept 
if there ever was one — are celebrated 
to an accompanying chorus of gloom 
and 
doom. 
That overworked, over­ 
sim plified 
fleudian cliche, 
the death 
wish, 
is 
a recurring theme in this 
end of the world symphony. 
It may be that western civilization 
is doomed. Evidence can be marshalled 
to 
make the case. For Jean Monnet

that is nonsense, and traitorous non­ 
sense. 
He has been steadfast in his 
belief that 
reason must prevail over 


blind unreason, and with that faith he 
has helped to shape a future in which 
he profoundly believes.

Man’s mettle 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It was wholly predictable that at the 
first whiff of near-tragedy in our moon- 
landing 
program 
some 
politicans, 
observers and other public figures would 
tear into the space effort like a pack 
of dogs. 
Obviously, it was 
an easy opening for 
/ 
those who have al- 
f 
ways 
opposed 
the 
program. The perils 
of Apollo 13 also got 
to a lot of people who 
really want to ho-hum 
their way through a 
v 
risk - free world and 
had always blinded 
them selves 
to 
the 
narrow margins of safety available to 
men venturing into space. 
7 he silliest people of all, however, 
are those who argue that our Apollo 13’s 
brush with death has destroyed the self- 
glorifying illusions Americans gained 
from the moon landings of 1969 and the 
long string of earlier space su ccesses. 
It is exactly the other way around. 
President Nixon, who really does not have 
felicity of phrase at most historic mo­ 
ments, nevertheless was fumbling for 
something real when he said adversity 
is man’s truest test. 
What the flight of Apollo 13 showed 
was not the end of an illusion which 
has 
distracted men from a lot of dir­ 
ty, unfinished tasks at home, but what 
men can do — period. 
There are a good many reckless fan­ 
cy - Dans like Norman Mailer who like 
to put down the men in the space enter­ 
prise as a lot of faceless, computeriz­ 
ed chaps cut from a gray mold — stamp­ 
ings from this oppressively technological 
era. 
I he truth is Apollo 13 was saved by 
men in the craft and on the ground who 
were performing supremely as individu­ 
als, yet blending their efforts to get a 
vital job done with the fullest dedica­ 
tion. 
7 he men in this program talk a com­ 
plex common language mystifying to most 
of us. They have many traits in com­ 
mon, especially the astronauts them selv­ 
es. 
Some 20,000 companies help make ma­ 
chines and gear for space. Thousands 
of men are directly involved in the co­ 
ordinated program. Their effort is bent 
toward a fantastic goal — sending men 
in life - sustaining capsules to pinpoint­ 
ed landings on a foreign celestial body 
through a 
cruelly intolerant space en­ 
vironment which kills any who violate its 
rigid 
rules by the sm allest fraction 
Illusion? Rubbish! It is one of the 
great accomplishments of history and of 
mankind, and the whole world knows it 
and 
appreciates it. 
Our glory is the 
world's glory, and people’s appreciation 
of what we have done never showed more 
fully 
than when the risks came into 
bright glare with Apollo 13. 
British author C.P. Snow had it right 
when he wrote last summer that men can­ 
not be kept from 
this kind of ven­ 
turing and others would finally bring it 
off if Americans did not. 
Our difficulty is not that we insist 
on fulfilling man’s ancient dreams of 
exploring space while troubles boil up 
on earth. Men have always done that, and 
som e of the troubles were dimished 
by what the adventurers learned in their 
“ irrelevant” voyages. 
Our greater hangup is the dreams we 
c ling to cm earth. And no one is more 
guilty of fostering and perpetuating these 
than the men who today are assailing 
our space undertaking as a costly dis­ 
traction. 


Am erica was born with a special myth­ 
ology of freedom. Its great material 
riches made the opportunity real for mil- 
lions and lifted expectations to exag­ 
gerated heights for countless others. We 
have never stopped dreaming too big 
hoping for the risk-free exuberantly hap-* 
py life. Hence the bitter frustrations of 
many are understandable. 
What we have long needed, as his­ 
torian Dr. Daniel Boorstin suggests, is 


to forget about fixing and fulfilling some 
clusters, working with dedication and 
fuller knowledge, in assaults on an ev­ 
er-changing roster of important but quite 
specialized goals. 
Far from adding to crippling illusion, 
our men in space have shown u s - i n a 
very cruel laboratory — that such hard 
goals can be attained.

Over 100 years ago this nation fought 
a great civil war to preserve its unity. 
President Nixon,

coln,

This nation has not achieved its pres­ 
ent greatness by listening to the voices 
of despair and anarchy. 
Let us gather the courage of the lone­ 
ly man in the White House and back him 
fully in his unselfish 
effort to solve 
this difficult problem in the only manner 
that will assure our national honor and 
ultimate survival. Give him your moral 
support and prayers — he needs them 
badly.
